Indianapolis, J an. 13— (A.P.)— 
Tribute to one of the former 
ex ecutiv e officers, the late George 
N. Mannfeld, first superintend­ 
ent of the fish and game div ision, 
is said in the annual report of 
the state conserv ation commis­ 
sion for the fiscal y ear 1930. 
Mr. Mannfeld died J an. 8 , 1930, 
after hav ing headed the div ision 
for more than ten y ears. He was 
the first ex ecutiv e in charge of 
this div ision after the state con­ 
serv ation department was cre­ 
ated by the Indiana General As­ 
sembly in 1919. His more than a 
deeade of labor for the protection 
and propagation of wild life and 
equatic life in Indiana, won him 
national recognition as a 
self- 
sacrificing gov ernment official de­ 
v oting the 
max imum of his 
ability to the people. 
“ As the first superintendent of 
fisheries and game of the depart­ 
ment of conserv ation, George 
Mannfeld built his div ision on 
the cornerstone of Duty , Capaci­ 
ty , Honor and Dev otion,” 
the 
tribute reads. “ We a* happy to 
know that he liv ed to see the 
beautiful reward for his unceas­ 
ing toil.” 
“ He 
nev er 
spared 
himself. 
His work alway s came first. Most 
of his thoughts were dev oted to 
it. He was a tireless worker 
Hours meant nothing more than 
so much opportunity to go to the 
bottom of things. He did not 
work with ease, but when he fin­ 
ished that work it was perfectly 
done. He did not make guesses 
but submitted facts. He detested 
the altogether too prev alent no­ 
tions of ‘making it do’ or ‘to get 
by .’ He did his work sy stemati­ 
cally and intelligently . In the 
ex ecution of his duties—and they 
are sometimes, let us admit, un­ 
pleasant and disagreeable—he 
knew neither friend nor foe. He 
demanded much of his men, but 
more of himself.” 
The tribute was signed by the 
commissioners.

Tribute to one of the former 
executive officers, the late George
